Townsend, today went 
through the ordeal of the first day of 
their trial for the murder of the for- 
mer's husband, Sheriff Sam D. Wil- 
lis, who was shot down at his garage 
door on June 12. 

As the ten witnesses called by the 
state told of seeing the two defend- 
ants together on the afternoon and 
night of the day preceding the slaying, 
and as they described thé condition 
of her husband's body with four bul- 
let wounds in it, Mrs. Willis, garbed 
in deep mourning and seated between 
her mother, Mrs. V. H. Gray, 
Americus, Ga., and her mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Julia Willis, hung on every 
word of the testimony. Frequently 
she dabbed at her eyes with her hand- 
kerchief, and once her \ body was 


emotion. 
Townsend Self-Possessed. 
Townsend, nattily dressed, Avas self- 


trayed no sign of nervousness except 
the occasional caressing on his face 
with his hand. His wife sat beside 
him, and near-by were his father and 
mother. 

Court recessed at 5:40 o'clock until 
9:30 o'clock tomorrow after Cliff R. 
Bramlett, one of the slain officer's 
deputies and the tenth witness called, 
had occupied the stand for an hour 
and a half, relating the incidents of 
the Saturday night before the shoot- 
ing and describing conditions at the 
home, where he was called im- 
mediately after the tragedy. Coroner 
John L. Park was called as the elev- 
enth witness, but when it developed 
that his examination would be lengthy 
Judge Milledge L. Bonham acceded to 
a request by Alvin H. Dean, of de- 
fe se counsel, in which Mendel l.. 
Smith. for the state, concurred, for 
an adjournment for the day. 


Finds Footprints. 


Bramilett told of finding footprints 
of a man and woman at the rear of 
the Willis garage, left, he said, after 
Sheriff Willis had driven into the 
garage about midnight. The print of 
a woman's foot, he swore, was clearly 
visible in the track made by the siain 
officer's heavy automobile as it rolled 
into the dirt-floored house. 

Other witnesses called by the prose- 
cution gave testimony as to seeing 
Mrs. Willis and Townsend together 
inthe afternoon and evening of June 
11, a few hours before the officer was 
shot. One man said be saw Town- 
send with a woman in an automobile 
about 10 o'clock that night.

Minikahda Club, Minneapolis, Au- 
gust 25.—A forest fire from Dixie to- 
day swept over the Minikahda course 
and before its withering blast Harri- 
son Johnston, Minnesota’s boldest bid 
for championship honors, was toasted, 
roasted and finally charred. 

The conflagration was not like the 
usual fiery squalls that visit the 
northwest, but came from the golf bag 
of Robert Tyre Jones, who exhibited 
his golfing wares in such blistering 
fashion that his third-round match 
against Johnston ended at the 27th 
hole with Bobby gazing on a sensa- 
tional 10 and 9 victory ‘and his score 
card showing the feat accomplished 
in three strokes under par. 

As the result of this achievement 
Bobby sits in one of the exalted seats 
reserved for semi-finalists while di- 
rectly across from him and waiting 
for the rise of tomorrow's sun _ re- 
poses that other great golfer, Francis 
Ouimet, who gained his place of hon- 
or by a 5-3 victory over Phillips 
Finlay, one of the youthful sensa- 
tions from the east. The upper bracket 


sees Chick Evans preparing for battle 
against Roland McKenzie. Chick 
gained his place in the quartet by 
disposing of Eddie Held, 4-3, while

Governor’s Check of 
Major. Money Bills Finds 
Little Discrepancy in 
State Finances. 


After examining the general appro- 
priation bill and the general tax act. 
G. Hgrd- 
man Thursday signed both measures 
and announced that there was such lit- 
tle difference between the amount to 
be paid out and the revenue to be ex- 
pected that no financial emergency 
will exist after January 1, 1928, and 
that for this reason he has no inten- 
tion of calling an extra session of the 
legislature in the near future. 

“I have just finished checking the 
appropriations bill and the tax bill, 
item by item, and I have signed both 
measures,” the governor declared. 
“There is no great deficit shown by 
this check, hence I feel that an extra 
session of the legislature to revise these 
measures is not at all necessary.” 

According to estimates furnished 
the governor the deficit to be expected 
at the end of 1929 under the two bills 
will amount to approximately $300,- 
000. This sum is not large enough 
to justify calling an extra session of 
the legislative; body, it is held. 


Although no extra session looms in 
the immeidate future there is a pos- 
sibility that the governor will call the 
body together some time during 1928

Into Courtroom at Cum-

Charge to Jury. 


Cumming, Ga.. August 25.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Mrs. Mae Densmore, placed on 
trial in Forsyth superior court here 
today charged with the death of her 
husband, J. B. Densmore, on Decem- 
ber 12 last, will probably know her 
fate tomorrow, as both sides rested late 
today in the case. Arguments of at- 
torneys was concluded at midnight and 
Judge John 8. Wood, presiding, then 
adjourned court until Friday morning, 
when he will deliver the charge to the 
jury. 

The feature of the trial today was 
the statement by Mrs. Densmore, who 
spoke to the jury from her bed, which 
was brought inte the courtroom, she 
being an invalid since the death of her 
husband. In a clear statement Mrs. 


Densmore consumed about an hour|, 


telling the jury of her life with Dens- 


more and denying the charge of having 
fed him poisoned food that is alleged 


to have caused his death. Every phase j{ 


of the case was covered by Mrs. Dens- 
more and the crowded courtroom lis- 
tened almost breathlessly to her state- 
ment, which was admitted to be con- 
vincing. 

Jim ‘Hall, also indicted in the case 
with sirs. Densmore, was not placed on 
trial today, the trials being separated. 
His trial is supposed to follow that | 
of Mrs. Densmore if she is convicted. 
and if the woman is acquitted it is 
predicted that Hall will not face trial. 

Densmore died on December 12 after 
a few days’ illness, the nature o 
which caused his children by a 
former marriage to institute an 
inquiry into the cause of their father’s 
death. The body was exhumed and 
sent to an Atlanta chemist and the 
post-mortem examination. according to 
the chemist’s report, showed the pres- 
ence of arsenic in the stomach. [t is 
the contention of the prosecution that 
Mrs. Densmore planned the death of 
her husband by serving him food that 
contained calcium arsenate. 

It is also said that Mrs. Densmore 
and Halil both ate of the alleged poi- 
soned food and became ill and that 
Mrs. Densmore is still suffering from

:: ‘BODIES OF SACCO AND 


VANZETTI LIE IN STATE 


In Life Guard Reds in Death 


Boston, Aug. 25.—(7)}—Guarded in 
death by the blue uniform of the law 
they scorned. in life, the bodies of Nic- 
ola Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti 
tonight were brought to a tiny Han- 
over street funeral chapel in the heart 
of the north end Italian quarter to 
lie in state until a final funeral parade 
and cremation Sunday. 

The bodies were to have arrived dur- 
ing the day, but an ever-circling crowd 
of several hundred persons in the 
street caused the funeral director to 
call a halt until he received ample as- 
surances of sufficient police protec- 
tion. After a conference with police 
authorities a detail of 30 patrolmen 
was dispatched to the scene ‘and 
promptly with the arrival of the blue 
coats the bodies were brought in. 

Surging against the double cordon 
of police from door to curb, the crowd 
had increased to about 1,000 when a 
severely simple red-draped mahogany 
casket was slid from a hearse and 
carried into the building. It was an- 
nounced that it contained the body of 
Sacco. Vanzetti’s body arrived about 
20 minutes later and almost wmmedi- 
ately afterward guilding lights of the 
Saceo-Vanzetti defense committee, 
foHowed by newspapermen, were ad- 
mitted to the tiny chapel, hardly 20 
by 20 feet in size. 

The room, in deference to the wishes 
of the two radicals who died beyond 


the pale of all religion, had been strip- 
ped of all religious appurtenances. 
The caskets rested side by side in the 
eenter of the hall, feet to the: door. 
Smooth silver nameplates bearing the 
names “Nicola Sacco” and “Barto- 
lomeo Vanzetti,” with*’no dates, and 
a profusion of flowers, banked at the 
foot of eagh open casket, were the only 
decorations, ; 

Contrary to a previous announce- 
ment that the bodies would be clothed 
in the garb of the laboring “com- 
rade,” both were dressed in typical 
Italian “Sunday best’—black sack 
suit, white shirt and color and black 
four-in-hand tie. 

Headed by Powers Hapgood, Har- 
vard graduate of radical tendencies 
whose last-minute activities on, behalf 
of the dead men led him to court 
twice and the - psychopathic hospital 
once, members* of the defense commit- 
tee filed slowly around the caskets. 
Included in the little que of mourn- 
ers were Gardner Jackson, chairman 
of the cominittee Aldino Felicani, its 
founder, and Mary Donovan, secre- 
tary. Each stopped to kiss the brow 
of both men before leaving the room. 

At 11 o’clock tonight when the ug 
dertaker decided to close the chapel 
police estimated that 10,000 persons 
had passed by the caskets and that 
5.000 were waiting in line for a 
chance to view the bodies.

PRESIDENT BREAKS SCHEDULE TO BITS 


Finds Happy Fishing Ground

Lake Hotel, Yellowstone Park, 
Wyo., August 25.—President Coolidge 
has forgotten cares of state and has 
found the happy fishing ground. For 
two days he has deserted every one 
except his guide, family, and the 
park rangers, and has been reveling 
in the woods and waters of the lake 
camp. district on Yellowstone lake. 
He has broken his schedule to bits 
and no one knows just what he will 
decide to do next—go fishing again, 
or start back to Rapid City. The 
first guess is the better one. 


In the Yellowstone playground the 
president has found the kind of fish- 
ing one reads about. He has caught 
the limit on his trips, and this limit is 
10 pounds of fish. The hotel cook 
has been swamped with fish brought 
in by the presidential party from 
lake and stream. There is the main 
lake where the president trolls with 
a spoon from a. motor boat, two near- 
by lakes where he can catch lake 
trout by bank or boat fly-casting, and 
the foaming rapids of the Yellowstone 
river, where the river trout leap the 
falls and fight their way through the 
cold water and tumbling currents to 
their winter home in the lake. 

The river flows wide and white 
between pleasant banks of pine trees, 
trails and flowers. ‘The turquoise 


waters of the lake gleam in the dis- 
tance, mottled by cloudy shadows, 
stirred by wandering wind from the 
great ranges which hide this valley 
from the world of plains and cities. 

The fish are uniformly larger than 
he has been catching in the Black 
Hills, running from half a pound to 
two pounds and over, a game fish that 
seems a cross between the native and 
rainbow trout judging from color and 
fighting qualities. There is no ques- 
tion of worm fishing here. The fish 
are running up the river and in the 
black pools under the rocks at the 
edge of white water they rise to the 
fly all day long, hey do not seem 
to mind a gallery. One may pull in 


j the trout with a group of spectators 


standing on rocks right over the pools 
and watching the whole operation, the 
cast, the flash of white and red as 
the fish rises, the shouting and the 
netting. The president does not per- 
mit spectators but these are the con- 
ditions under which he fishes and the 
lure that keeps him here beyond the 
dictation of his ordered days. 
Coolidge and their son, “John, go out 
in the evenings, but the president 
does nothing but fish, get dinner, go 
to bed, get up and go fishing again. 
For the first time this summer he 
has placed himself beyond the reach 
of crowds and duties of office. He 
will not remain, however, in the park 
longer than Sunday and may return 
on Saturday. ~°

Substantial Cut.

“I have not always. agreed with 
the conservative estimates of the 
treasury as to revenues and at this 
time I think it is low in its esti- 
mates that a reduction in taxes of 
only $150,000,000 can be made. No 
allowance is made in these figures for 
the fact that the business of the 
country is steadily growing.” 

While it is likely that new appro- 
priations will be made f r Mississippi 
flood relief and new cruisers, Green 
said that congress should hold its ex- 
penditures within the estimated re- 
ceipts and avoid a deficit.

New York, August 25.—(/)—Four- 
teen passengers, returning from Ber- 
muda on the liner Fort Victoria, were 
injured when the vessel passed through 
“the worst tropical storm” its captain 
had ever seen, it was learned when 
the ship, five hours late, docked here 


today. 

Mrs. F. McDonald, ef Stonehurst, 
Pa., was thrown against a stanchion 
and received a deep cut over one eye. 
Most of the other injured passengers 
received bruises and scratches from 
the sea’s buffeting. 

The Fort Victoria encountered the 
gale at its crest, its master, Captain 
A. R. Francis, said, shortly after sail- 
ing from Bermuda last Tuesday after- 
noon. For the eight hours that the 
storm was at its worst all passengers 
were ordered below after having been 
tossed roughly about in cabins and 
passageways. 

The liner Cameronia of the Anchor 
line docked ‘tonight more than 
hours overdue from Glasgow. The 
delay was said to have been caused 
by a hurricane encountered Wednes- 
day afternoon about 90 miles east of 
Nantucket.

were nonplussed. So they tried the 
Wassermann test, and that proved 
nonplus, too. But when we doctors 
are baffled we are not easily bluffed. 
Next the.doctor’s doctors tried a pro- 
vocative Wassermann test—that is, 
they injected a dose of arsphenamine 
to sort of stir up any spirochetes 
(germs of aypailis) that might be 
skulking in the patient’s system, and 
still the Wassermann test proved non- 
plus, negative. Finally they became 
impatient and drew off enough cerebro- 
spinal fluid to test that, and still the 
patient nonplused ’em. 

Well, sir, when a patient is so ob- 
stinate as that I know what I should 
think of next—I’d give out a cautious 
insinuation that the patient was hys- 
terical or something like that. But 
the doctor’s doctors never quite lost 
their tempers with him. They kept 
jollying him along somehow fer a year 
or sO, and at last he confessed. He 
came complaining of sudden attacks of 
faintness and weakness with strange 
sensations of numbness in tongue and 
lips, trembling and profuse sweating. 
These spells came when meals were de- 
layed or when unusual exertion was 
undertaken. The doctor himself dis- 
covered that he could ward off a spell 
or quickly recover if he took a sweet- 
ened drink or almost any shack of 
food, that is, if he could get the drink 
or food before his mind became con- 
fused or stupor came on. And just 
about thig time a brief fast prelimi- 
nary to a clinical test sent the doctor 
into coma for two hours, from which 
he was resuscitated by an injection of 
sugar (dextrose) into a vein. 


To bring the story to an abrupt con- 
clusion, these sudden weak spells were 
due to a shortage of blood sugar, which 
in turn was the result of some impair- 
ment in the doctor’s insulin secreting 
gland (groups or islands of specialized 
cells in the pancreas). In this particu- 
lar case it was ultimately found that 
the pancreas was cancerous. Just 
as marked spells of sudden prostra- 
tion may occur from mere functional 
deficiency of these insulin secreting 
cells, and sugar, candy, orange juice or 
any carbohydrate food is quick relief.

BISHOP ASSUMES 
BUREAU CHARGE 
ON SEPTEMBER I 


C. H. Bishop, of Ashburn, who will 
take over direction of the state bureau 
of markets on September 1, declared 
Thursday that his present conception 
of the principal mission of the bureau 
is “cooperation with forces now or- 
ganized for the production and pack- 
ing of standardized products of bet- 
ter grade than have been produced and 
shipped from Georgia heretofore.” 

Judge Max IL. McRae, of McRae, 
who has been acting director of the 
bureau since Eugene Talmadge was 
installed as commissioner of agricul- 
ture, will leave the central office when 
Mr. Bishop takes ‘active charge. He 
will be field representative in south 
Georgia, with headquarters in Mc- 
Rae. His principal task, it was an- 
nounced at the ofice of the commis- 
sioner of agriculture, will be direc- 
tion of sales of hogs, one of the prin- 
cipal products of that part of the 
state. 

The new director originally was a 
school teacher in Ashburn, but from 
teaching ‘the “‘cow-hog-hen” farm plan 
to students he went into the broader 
field of teaching it to the dirt farm- 
ers themselves, through the medium 
of semi-cooperative plants in the Ash- 
burn territory in which a market was 
provided at home for the farmer’s 
meats and milk, in packing plant and 
creamery. 

“The thing we have to do in Geor- 
gia,” Mr. Bishop said, “is to evolve 
a simple, constructive plan for the 
operation of a farm, which a ‘broke’ 
man can pursue immediately. We 
must find something that will pay its 
way this year and next and the year 
after, without the periods of depres- 
sion that wreck the whole economic 
machinery. @ 

“That condition has been found in 
the districts where live stock culture 
has attained good development. The 
sections which produce cows, hogs and 
hens in plenty are generally prosper- 
ous farming sections. 

“Wherever I find it possible to 
work toward the cow-hog-hen farming 
plan in connection with the other 
work of the bureau of markets I shall 
certainly do so.”

Football Rule Changes. 


The Crackers being wheré and what they are, and the baseball sea- 
son getting along near the shank end anyhow, it would seem that foot- 
ball is next in the logical order of a tan’s thinking. And it is. 


Probably the thought uppermost in the mind of any fan 
is, “What are the important changes in the rules for this 
year?” ' 


Dr. F. A. Lambert, of Columbus, Ohio, secretary of the Ohio’ Foot- 
ball Officials’ association, has answered that question thoroughly in a 
pamphlet, “Changes in the Football Rules for 1927,” issued by him as 
a supplement to his book, “Football Officiating.” 


The rules committee last winter made a number of 
changes, some of them of importance to the fan and some not. 


In the first place, the goal posts, heretofore set in the middle of 
each GOAL line, have been set back 10 yards and are placed in the 
middle of each END line. 


What does that mean? Several things. In the main it 
means that instead of making that extra point after tcuchdown 
a short placemen. kick, it becomes more in the nature of a 
field goal. The hal! is put in play on the three-vard line for 
the extra point, ana usually tha kick is made from a point 
10 to 15 yards back of the line of scrimmage. With that extrs 
10 yards it makes about 30 yards and the extra point harder to 
get. 


You’ve probably heard a great deal about the new ruling requiring 
players to come to an absolute stop for one second after getiing in their 
new positions in a huddle or shift, and have wondered how that one 
second will be determined. The rule says approximately one second, 
“This period,” says Dr. Lambert, “can be conveniently measured by 
counting 1-2-3-4,”

Any player has always been free to pass the ball backward at any 
time, but if the receiver missed it was a free ball. The rules committee 
made only one change, and that was to make the ball dead instead of 
a free one on first, second and third down. If on the fourth down 
the distance has not been made the ball goes over. 


There are several points to be explained, however. The 
rule reads, in part. “On any such pass (other than pass by the 
Snapper back) on the first, second or third down, etc.” If the 
fullback is ‘n punt formation, the center snaps the bali. and the 
fullback misses, then the ball, when it strikes the ground, is a 
free one and not dead. If, however, the quarterback, in close 
formation, receives zhe ball from the center, and hands the ball 
back to the fuli, who drops it, the ball is then dead where it 
hit the ground and cannot be picked up for a run. 


Under the rules neaied “Delaying the Game” there has been a note- 
worthy change made. The rule reads, partly, “During the last two 
minutes of _either half time shall not be taken out for substitutions made 
by the team*in possession ot the ball.” That does not prohibit EITHER 
team taking a regular t:me out to attend to an injured player, but it does 
prohibit stalling.

New York, August 25.—The big 
fight which has been going on all 
week betwen the bears and the bulls 
for the upper hand in the sfock mar- 
; Ket continued today with first one 
side and then the other on top. Pro- 
fessional traders are mostly bearish 
on the market feeling that the rec- 
covery from the low point reached this 
month on the unexpected Coolidge 
announcement has gone far enough; 
that a large part of the sustaining 
short interest has been eliminated on 
this advance, weakening the technical 
position of the market. Expectations 
of a new high record for brokers loans 
also encouraged bear selling at the 
opening. Strength in the rails under 
the leadership of Atchison checked this 
early morning selling. Then great ac- 
tivity and strength developed in Gen- 
eral Motors, both in the old and in the 
when issued shares. When the rest 
of the market failed to follow this 
leadership, however, the bears had 
another inning. 

General Motors, which closed at 239, 
on very heavy trading climbed by noon 
to a new high record of 246 with the 
when issued shares which closed at 
121 touching 124 7-8, a new high. One 
stock exchange house with a large 
New England following, purchased 40,- 
000 shares of General Motors when 
issued, up to noon. As today’s high 
price the when issued shares will yield 
only 4 per cent, if the dividend, as ex- 
pected, is 5 per cent. However, the 
big outside public, which is greatly 
interested in the when issued stock on 
the record of past performances of 
the old stock, is buying the new stock 
in anticipation of extra dividends. 

Public Buys In. 


_ the past year the big outside 
publie steadfastly declined to take any 
active interest in the big market that 
was being made for high priced stocks 
in anticipation of split-ups. One of 
the main objects of these split-ups 
has heen to get the price down so that 
the big outside public would become 
interested, permitting profit-taking by 
those who acquired large holdings at 
much lower prices. Beyond question 
the big outside publie is buying split- 
up stocks such as General Motors, 
Steel common and Pullman on the 
theory that the existing prices for 
these shares look comparatively cheap. 
Predictions are now being widely 
made-that General Motors, when is- 
sued, will cross the split-up shares of 
United States Steel common. 

A new high level for all time was 
made for 50 representative stocks on 
August 2, at 176.96. It was after 
the close of the market that day. that 
President Coolidge gave out his unex- 
pected announcement to the . effect 
that he did not choose to run in 1928. 
Liquidation in the stock market start- 
ed with the opening on August 3, 
continuing until 165.66 was touched 
on August 12, showing a break of 
11.30 points in " the average price. At 
yesterday's high level all but.1 1-4 
points of this "11 .30-point break had 
been made up. 

Wright Aeronautical, which made 
its low for the year at 24 1-2 before 
Lindbergh created world-wide interest 
in flying, made a new high yesterday 
at 51, closing at 49 1-4. During the 
early trading today a new high Was 
made at 54 7-8. This was ‘shortly 
after President Cowie, of American 
Railway Express, announced plans for 
air express service between Boston, 
New York, Chicago, Dallas, Salt Lake 
City, San Francisco, Los Angeles and 
intermediate points with a minimum 
rate of 25 cents a pound between Bos- 
ten and New York and a minimum 
charge per package of $1. 

Rail Earnings Not Good. 

Railroads continue to make unfav- 
orable earnings statements for July. 
Norfolk and Western reports gross for 
the month of $9,175,000 against $10,- 
930,000 a year ago with the surplus 
after fixed charges of $2,525,000 
against $3,895,000. For the 7,months 
gross of $65,000,000 is down only 
$300,000, but the surplus, after charges 
is $17,428,000 against $19,525,000. 
W eekly ay ns of freight car Joad- 
ings for the first three weeks indi- 
cate that August gross will be below 
that of a year ago. 

General Motors, when issued, is up 
$12 a share since the stock was traded 
in some three weeks ago on the Curb, 
trading shortly afterwards being trans- 
ferred to the stock exchange. The 
first trading in the when issued stock 
was around 112 1-2. 

For the past year or more the stock 
market has been different from any 
ever before experienced because in- 
stead of having a definite trend in one 
direction, either up or down, while 
some stocks have been advancing 
others have been declining. While 
holders of some stocks have made large 
profits, many others, fo use a Wall 
street expression, have been “hooked. 
As a result of the large number of

Wockholders in the class last named 
a question frequently heard in Wall 
street these days is whether this or 
that stock showing a loss should be 
sold or held. 

Study Bethlehem. 


Holders of stocks who have been 
“hogked” might find it profitable to 
make a study of Bethlehem. Remem- 
bering that Bethlehem had: sold at 
$700 a share in 1916 before the 200 
per cent stock dividend and capital 
readjustment many people bought the 
stock after the capital readjustment. 
Other holders of Bethlehem received 
their stock in exchange for Lacka- 
wanna, Midvale, Cambria. Last year 
Bethlehem sold as low as 37 1-4, 
which was 1-4 of a point higher than 
the low price of 1925 and half a point 
below the low for 1924. In brief, the 
number of people “hooked” in Betli- 
lehem in recent years has been so 
large that Bethlehem stock market- 
wise acquired a very bad name: No 
one had a good word to say for the 
stock and many were the hard words 
heard. Recently, however, even when 
the market as a whole has been soft 
or decidedly weak, Bethlehem daily 
has been climbing to a new high for 
the year. It is now not far from 100 
per cent above last year’s low. 

Between 1918 and 1921 Bethlehem 
added $111,000,000 net to its property 
aecount through the acquisition of 
various plants. From 1921 to the 
end of 1925 $50,000,000: was spent in 
modernizing and harmonizing its prop- 
erties. By the end of 1926 still an- 
other $32,000,000 had been spent, 
which practically completed the com- 
pany’s extensive addition and improve- 
ment program. For 1924 Bethlehem 
earned $2.57 a share for its common 
stock; for 1925, $5.30: for 1926, 
$7.48; for the first half of 1927 
$4.04. Bethlehem is coming back be- 
cause stock marketwise the company 
on its earning record is getting rid 
of its bad name and is making friends. 
General Motors had about the same 
experience as Bethlehem. So did 
Rock Islarid and many other com- 
panies which might he named. The 
records show that “hooked” share- 
holders can work out of a bad posi- 
tion in time if the company or the in- 
dustry represented is not definitely 
headed for the rocks.

Flowers and wreaths, too 
numerous to find a place by the 
gasket, were suspended from the walls 
on either side of the chapel. 

The Rev. Mr. Bricker told of his 
fitimate friendship for Colonel 
Howell, how he always though, as he 
met him here and there through the 
years, of his fine gentlemanly quali- 
= distinguished honor and the mod- 

with which he hore himself. 
abide With Me” and “Sometime ‘V. 
Will Understand’ were sung by E 
W. Wilson, soloist of the First Chris- 
tian church, of Atlanta. He was ac- 
companied by Mrs. L. F. Livingston. 

When the brief service in the chapel

Colonel Howell for 30 years prior 
to his death was connected with the 
board of public works,being at one 
time assistant superintendent of Ful- 
ton county works.

Colonel Howell was born February 
13. 1842. in a little Gevrgia village 
known as Lebanon Mills. He had 
been identified with Atlanta since 
early manhood and was engaged in 
business here before the war between 
the states. Following his army serv- 
ice as an enlisted man, officer and 
commander of his regiment, he organ- 
ized the wholesale grocery firm of 
Howell Brothers. ‘After some years 
he moved to Augusta for a short pe- 
riod, returning again to Atlanta. He.

and brought to this newspaper such 
widely kngwn men as Joel Chandler 
Harris, Henry Grady. and Frank wu.
